“It is idle to assume and, from the 
standpoint of national interest and 
honor, it is mischevious folly for any 
statesman to assume that this world 
has yet reached the stage or has come 
within a measurable distance of the 
stage, where a proud nation, jealous 
of its honor and conscious of its great 
mission in the world, can be content 
to rely for peace upon the forbear­ 
ance of other powers. 
It would be 
equally foolish to rely upon each of 
them possessions at all times and un­ 
der all circumstances and provocations 
an altruistic regard for the rights of 
others.”

I clamor for action, the administration 
at Washington sat unmoved, smiling 
what seemed to the country and the 
world at large a fatuous smile of com­ 
placency. 
It was then endeavoring, 
as in previous crises, through the use 
of high-sounding words, to avert an 
acti^l clash at arms. 
For some years there had been 
mooted questions between Japan and 
the great American republic, due in 
the first instance to troubles of a pure­ 
ly racial character.

navy, which from the time of her war 
with Russia had been one of the most 
capable. 
Now it equaled in size and 
probably excelled in fighting efficiency 
that of the United States. ' 
In the Philippines the racial war 
came to such an acute stage that .Ta 
pan demanded immediate adjustment, 
although following the same diplo­ 
matic methods which characterized 
her career as an advanced nation— 
pitifully pleading to the world at large 
that she was a small power whose 
only wish was for peace; invoking 
sympathy on the one hand and pre­ 
paring to strike before hostilities were 
anticipated on the other. 
And rn Are midst of an ffifs turmot! 
of mind and passiveness of accom­ 
plishment, Guy Hillier, secretary of 
the British embassay in Washington, 
found other and more personal annoy­ 
ances. The particular vexation was a 
woman’s perversity. 
He brooded over his love affair 
more than the welfare of nations, as 
he stood in the great railway station 
of the capital on this night, watching 
for the arrival of the Florida special 
which was to bring to him Norma 
Roberts, after an absence of nearly a 
month.
